Poland. Partly, jn their present expres- 
sion, these differefices owe their origin 


to the fact that it has been hitherto | 
divided among three Empires, with more. 
.or less separate politics in each. To this 


cause is due much of the present confusion 
of the country’s affairs. It must be the 
first care of the Allivs in their Polish 
policy to secure that it shall be remedied. 

Russian and Austrian. Poland are at 
present under the Government of General 
Pilsudski, whose exploits in command of 
the Polish Legion have raised him to the 
prestige Of @ Mational hero. He is 
struggling manfully with the heavy task 
imposed on him by the terrible devasta- 
tion of the country, its wide area, and 
the difficulties of reorganisation’ in face 
of the instant peril of Bolshevist and other 
invasions from the east. In Prussian 
Poland the case is somewhat different.

It has been followed by 
the invasion of German territory by forces 
from Prussian Poland, which might 
naturally be expected to direct their 
energies not westwards, but eastwards in 
assisting their: feéllow-countrymen in 
Russian Poland against the Bolsheviks. 
M. Paderewski reached Poland through 
the port of Dantzig, by which under the 
terms of armistice the Allies gained access 
He is expected to be fol- 
lowed by General Haller’s Army from 
France. The Poles are also appealing to 
the Allies for munitions atid instructors. 
‘The Allies’ proper policy is clear enough.

They must insist, 
however, that the Polish factions sink their 
jealousies ; that a united Government be 
formed; and that all forces equipped or

Elsewhere in the border- 
lands from the Baltic to the Black Sea a 
medley of peoples in a condition of transi-- 
tion from servitude to Statehood are at 
the same time quarrelling freely among 
themselves and are one and all threatened 
with the peril of Bolshevism. The policy 
of the Bolsheviks is to overrun and dis- 
integrate the peoples who are emerging 
into freedom from ‘the ruins of three 
Empires before they are able to organise 
themselves. The Baltie countries of 
Esthonia, Livonia, Courland, and 
Lithuania are being submerged already 
by the invading Bolshevist forces, which 
are moving across them towards the 
border of East Prussia. Further south 
Poland is threatened by the Bolsheviks on 
its north-eastern frontier. All along their 
eastern frontier the Poles are engaged 
against the Ukrainians. On the border 
of Austrian Poland they are contending 
with Ruthenian forces, in alliance with 
Bolsheviks, which are threatening Lem- 
berg. Within Poland, at the same time, 
Bolshevist influences are doing their best 
to ‘create economic confusion. . These 
troubles might be considered sufficient. 
To aggravate them, however, the Poles 
of Prussian Poland, not content with 
disengaging themselves from Prussian 
rule, have embarked upon an invasion of | 
purely German territory and are reported | 
to be advancing towards Berlin. 

It is scarcely too much to say that the 
future in Eastern: Central Europe depends 
on the power of Poland to organise a 
strong and stable Government which can 
secure its State anity and restrain this 
kind of insensate adyenture. The policy 
of reviving the historic Kingdom of Poland 
to which the Allies are: pledged was not 
adopted by them in a spirit of pure 
altruism. Prussia, by Prince Bilow’s con-- 
fession, owed her rise to the fall of Poland. 
The re-establishment of Polish liberty on 
a secure basis is, on the other hand, one 
of the. most essential safeguards against 
a revival of Prussianism. Voland re- 
united would be in size and numbers a 
considerable State. It possesses a long 
tradition of national self-consciousness, a 
liberal culture akin to that of Western 
Europe, and all theelements of strong and 
prosperous life. At this moment, however, 
its revival would constitute something more 
Prussian aggression.

Plans which would have been 
adequate even twelve. months ago will not 
meet the situation to-day, and, there- 
fore, they will have to be revised. They 
fail mostly in the estimated cost of the 


work to be done. The prices of the 
commonest building materials. have | 
doubled, trebled, and quadrupled during | 
the war, and house construction now costs 
at least double what it cost in the early 
months of 1914, Cement, for instance, 
has advanced from 20s. 6d. per ton to 
£5 8s. 6d. per ton, and it is probable that 
it will go to an even higher figure. It is 
possible that the Government may be able 
to effect a reduetion in prices hy placing 
all the materials under control and 
regulating the charges.as it has regu- 
lated the prices of materials for muni- 
tions; but local authorities should’ not 
rely too strongly on such intervention. The 
fact must be remembered that the supply 
of all classes of material will not equal 
the demand, and that, so long as those cir- 
cumstances continue, prices are bound to 
remain high. Another important factor— 
and here there. ean be no hope of the 
Government's effecting a reduction—is the 
cost of labour. Wages have advanced by 
more than 80 per cent., and the workmen 
will cling to their gains with the utmost 
tenacity. As the cost of living decrease, 
it may be expected that wages will settle 
down at a lower level, but that day seems 
to be still far distant, and certainly wages 
will never return to the pre-war standard. 


‘Moreover, the type of house now demanded 


is more spacious, and contains many more 
conveniences than the house which was 
regarded a few years ago as an ideal 
“workman’s dwelling.” The complicated 
question which now confronts our 
local authorities is the provision of 
houses that will meet modern re.

Plans for Next Election. 

On inquiry at the Labour Party Head- 
quarters in London yesterday nothing was 
knewn of the report that the party had been 
invited by the Prime Minister to re-enter the 
Coalition. The Executive Committee, rerlarked 
an officiel to a representative of the Press 
Association, feel morally bound by the _yesolu- 
tion passed on the matter at the last National 
Conference.

The Press Association says that information

Ertvan. According to their officers, the Turks

Armenians, and from this part of. Armenia 
7,000,000 poods of wheat, ,000 pounds of 
cotton, household goods, vast numbers of the 
ee EXig AN and every kind of transport were 
eing taken.

The annual general meeting of the Irish 
Horee-Breeders’, Owners’, and Trainers’ Associa- 
tion was held at the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon—Mr. Edward Kennedy, 
Vice-President and Chairman, presiding. 

THE CHAIRMAN'S ADDRESS. 

The Chairman said that in the unavoidable 
absence of their President, Sir William Nelson, 
it fell to hig lot, for the third time im a few 
years, to preside at their annual meeting. He 
thought that they would all agree with him 
that, in reviewing the past and looking to the 
future, it was far better for them all to view 
things from their national aspect, which made 
more for the national] prosperity, and not allow 
their views te engrossed by that which 
might be personal interest. With that aspect 
in view he would like to draw their attention 
to the past and future prospects of the half- 
bred or hunter horse-breeding in Ireland. 
Eighty years ago the then most illustrious 
leader of Irish life, Mr. Purcell, of Halverstown, 
Co. Kildare, formed a society for assisting live 
etock breeders in Ireland. That society was 
now known -all over the world, owing to the 
reputation our Irith horses have made for it, 
as the Royal Dublin Society. He regretted 
that in all the years that had since elapsed 
no one seemed to fill the mantle which Mr. 
Purcell laid on the shoulders of his successors. 
He hoped that in years to come they might 
vet see someone of his name, or some other 
Irishman who would play the part for Ireland 
which he played. When the war broke out 
the present Royal Dublin Society closed all the 
Horse Show buildings. The main inducement 
to continue half-bred horse-breeding was. our 
Horse Show. Rightly or wrongly, during the past 
four years, when breeders were etruggling to 
maintain horse-breeding, the Royal Dublin 
Society seemed to stand still, and never found 
any way of encouraging the half-bred horse- 
breeding which was so essential to agricultural 
prosperity. At present they were told that 
they were again poing to have a Horse Show. 
He had glanced over the names of the Show 
Committee, and found that in a total of 25 
members there were two horse-breeders.. One 
was Captain Greer, a host in himself, and the 
other was Mr. Thomas Plunkett. As for the 
rest of them he did not think that any one of 
them ever bred a horse at all. Their course 
should be to plage themeelves as horse-breeders 
at the disposal pf the Royal Dublin Society, 
and put them right regarding the future of 
Irish hunter-breeding. 

THE HORSE SHOW DATE. 

It was understood that the Committee had 
again fixed the Show to be held in tbe last 
week of August, without knowing about horse- 
breeding.

That edict, negatived all commercial sale of 
Irish horses. Such was the treatment the Irish 
horse-breeders received from the Remount De- 
partment of the British Government, and that 
was the reason on which they had founded the 
claim they had made in demanding as a right 
that they should have their. mares back for 
future hunter-breeding in this country. 


RACING STAKE MONEY. 


Turning to the question of the breeding of the 
highest. class thoroughbred horses produced in 
the wide world, he said that Lord D’Abernen had 
brought before the Thoroughbred Breeders’ As- 
socfation the suggestion that, if they were to be 
able to continue to afford to run the best horses 
to compete with other countries, they had got to 
give better stakes. Lord D’Abernon said that 
in England they were standing still, while in 
France the Executive added £4, to the Grand 
Prix, and largely increased other stakes; in the 
Colonies £8,000 had been added to the Mel- 
bourne Cup, £5,000 to the Australian Derby, 
and £4,000 to the Metropolitan Handicap—and 
that in a country with no greater population 
than Ireland. He supposed that the public 
who do not race in this country were thunder- 
struck when they saw that last year they had 
a Derby of £3,500. What did they suppose that 
cost the Executive to provide? It cost the 
Executive £40—that was to say, £40 was pro- 
vided by the people who went to look 
at that Derby, while the owners paid 
the other £3,450. The owners 
for their own money—that was the present 
state of affairs in Ireland.

TRAVELLING SOLDIERS.

Sir,—The War Fmergercy Committee of the 
City of Dublin Y.M.C.A., recognising the pre- 
sent need of travelling soldiers for sleeping ac- 
commodation at night in our city, so vividly de- 
scribed by a correspondent in your issue of 
to-day, some days ago took over, on a short 
lease, the commodious premises formerly known 
as the Abbey Hote!, Middle Abbey street, which 
has recently been re-built. They are rapidly 
furnishing and equipping it to accommodate at 
least 130 men nightly. It is hoped to have it in 
full working order in about ten days’ time. 
The cost of this undertaking will-amount to 
considerably over £1,000. 

Y.M.C.A. workers have been busily engaged 
for some weeks at night taking men from the 
Y.M.C.A. Headquarters to hotels and boarding- 
houses in the vicinity. Notwithstanding this 
and the efforts put forth by other organisations, 
very many men have to remain outdoors at 
night. The need is a tremendously urgent one, 
and should appeal to the sympathy ad interest 
of large numbers of your readers.

Sir,—The letter of Mr. Bennie in your issue 
of Wednesday has (unintentionally as far as he 
is concerned) caused a good deal of harsh criti- 
cism to be directed against this Club for its 
apparent neglect of the men whom it was estab- 
lished to serve. Altogether this Club provides 
normally 450 beds (amongst this number we in- 
clude mattresses and blankets, with which a 
soldier is generally quite satisfied). During the 
Christmas season as many as 900 men per night 
have been provided with shelter, and, if not 
ave blankets, have been housed in rooms 
reated with good fires, and we are bound to gay 
that the men speak gratefully of the efforts 
made by the members of the Guides Corps to 
provide for their comfort. 

most ¢rroneous impression has been created 
in the public mind as to the lack of accommoda- 
tion in this respect, and it is unfair to the 
organisations and workers who have done so 
well that this should be the case. The Club’s 
permanent premises in College street, Exchange 
Townsend street, and Fish street have 
been utilised to the ull. The trustees of 
George’s Hall have kindly lent part of their 
large _premises, in which there are 160 mat- 
tresses and 400 blankets. The Soldiers’ Café in 
Middle Abbey street has been utilised almost 
every night, where men have a warm room and 
are provided with blankets. The Rendezvous 
in Lower Abbey street has always been available 
when needed, and the rector of St. Mark’s has 
also kindly lent portion of the schools, where a 
large number of men can have a warm, comfort- 
able room. in which to rest.. 

The same difficulties are being faced in Bel- 
fast, and more especially in. London, so that 
Dublin is not exceptional; and we are satisficd 
that in no place is more adequate provision 
made for men ebliged to spend the night in the 
city, and this is the testimony of the men 
themselves. i 

In our opinion the Railway Transport officers 
do their best to see that the men are housed, 
and work in happy co-operation with this Club, 
and, while there may be individuals who are 
without shelter—genetally through their own 
fault—we ere satisfied that the sweeping :state- 
ments of your corrrespondent are unfair to this 
Club and to the splendid workers of the Guides 
Corps, who spare no pains to sce that no man 
coming to the Club is turned away without 
decent shelter being offered to him. 

The present difficulties are understood to be 
very temporery (and even in hotels guests are 
glad to lie on the floors), and, were it not so, an 
effort would certainiy be made to provide addi- 
tional beds; but the cost of beds and bedding is 
too serious to be faced for a mere temporary 
emergency. In this connection we should say 
that the difficulty is largely due to the impos- 
sibility of estimating the number of men arriv- 
ing in the city on any given night. Sometimes 


i tha numbers are overwhelming, and again the 


| demand can be met with ease. 


This was the 
case last night, when a considerable portion of 
the accommodation was not sequired. 

We are informed that the men whom your 
correspondent saw sitting on door-steps were

Mr. J. G. Jameson writes to say that the rain- 
fall during the year 1918, as recorded by- him at 
Seamount, Co. Dublin, was 28.01 inches, and 
BR the number oí days on which rain fell was 
18i. : 
At Blandsfort, Queen’s County, the total-rain- 
fall recorded by Mr. Hum Bland was 39.01 
inches, and the number of days on which rain 
fell was 216. The average rainfall of 45 years— 
1874-1918, inclusive—was 36.53inches, and the 
average number of days on which rain fell in 
the same period was 213. The highest year or 
rain was 1903, with 47.03 inches, and the lowest, 
1887, with 24.59 inches. 

At Staffordstown, Navan, Mr. R. J. Butler 
recorded a total rainfall of 34.70 inches, with 
205 days on which rain fell. 

Mr, J. M. Williamson, Sumner Hall, Mallow, 
Co. Cork, recorded a total rainfall of 47.44 
inches, and 234 days oh which rain fell. The 
most remarkable, meteorological feature of 1918 
he says, has been the abnormal humidity of its 
latter six months the hygrometric conditions of 
this ogee constituting a maximum for the 
past years, the rainfall amounting to 26.30 
inches. The precipitation was, at the same time 
almost continuous, for measurable rainfall was 
recorded in no less than 134 days out of the 184 
The year’s rainfall amounts to 47.44 inches ee 
7.44 inches over the average, and kas only once 
been exceeded there during the last 29 years— 
viz., in 1903, with 51.35 Techn:

But—for the reasons 
which we have persistently pointed out—the slump 
has never come. At the time when the American 
restrictions were first imposed and many of th: 
leading lighta of the rubber world induiced tn the 
gloomiest of forebodings, we expressed the opposite 
view, basing this opinion upon the world position 
of the commodity, and we think that investors who 
followed this advice have reason for satisfaction that 
they did not allow themselves to be frightened on: 
of their holdings by ill-jud¢ced pessimism, for which 
there was no ground. The thing which has most 
surprised mere superficial market observers hac 
been the way in which the temporary reduction of 
dividends, and even the passing of dividends alto. 
gether, has failed to shake the confidence of rnbher 
investors in the intrinsic value of their holdings 
For some time to come we may expect a continn. 
ance of poor reports, bnt steadily improving basic 
conditions may now be looked for.
